The news follows in detail: 
DXCC ACHIEVEMENT 


This week, the ARRL has advised Bernie van der Walt ZS4TX that his most re- 
cent DXCC endorsement application has been accepted. Bernie now has credits 
for 339 countries, leaving only the Andaman Islands VU4 unconfirmed. Con- 
gratulations to you Bernie on this achievement. 


Bernie joins Bushy Roode ZS6YQ in the second spot on the DXCC Honour 
Roll. Bushy needs only Yemen 7O confirmed. Unlike Bernie, Bushy has all his 
countries confirmed on Phone, making him the top South African on the Phone 
Honour Roll. 


With the recent addition of Ducie Island VP6, there are now 335 current entities 
on the DXCC Country List. (Message ex ZS6EZ). 


THE MANDATORY INTERNATIONAL MORSE REQUIREMENT IS TO 
CEASE The mandatory international Morse requirement for access to the HF 


bands is to cease. Colin Thomas, G3PSM, an advisor to the UK delegation 
to the ITU World Radiocommunication Conference, reported on Monday the 
30th of June that the mandatory Morse code requirement for HF access would 
disappear at the end of the conference. However, if any administration feels 
that it needs to keep the requirement, it has the right to do so. (Message ex 
RSGB). 


WORLD-WIDE 200 kHz ALLOCATION AT 7 MHz - BUT NOT UNTIL 2009 
Discussions on the 7 MHz realignment agenda item at the World Radiocom- 
munication Conference had been long and hard, with no agreement until the 
very last minute. However, in a last-minute compromise, it was agreed that 
broadcasters in ITU Regions 1 and 3 would move out of the 7 100 to 7 200kHz 
frequency range to make way for the amateur service. The new band will be 
allocated to the Amateur Service from the 29th of March 2009 - less than six 
years from now and considered to be a short timescale in ITU terms. Although 
the compromise solution falls short of the IARU’s goal of a 300 kHz world-wide 
exclusive band for amateurs, it will double the amount of spectrum available 
to amateurs at 7 MHz in Regions 1 and 3. Amateurs in the Americas - Region 
2 - will be unaffected and will continue to have 7 000 to 7 300kHz available to 
them. (Message ex RSGB). 


DIGITAL RADIO MONDIALE (DRM) ON THE AIR 


The landscape of the broadcasting industry changed forever on July 16th, 2003, 
during the ITU’s WRC 2003 in Geneva. 


On that day, the world’s first daily, live DRM broadcasts were transmitted 
across the globe by some of the world’s best-known broadcasters. Stations in 
the UK, Canada, Germany, Kuwait, France, Netherlands, Vatican City, Sweden, 
America, Russia, Wales, Norway etc. participated.

WHY IS DIGITAL RADIO NEEDED BELOW 30 MHZ? 


There is a global trend towards the adoption of digital technology in radio and 
communications, especially for distribution and transmission. Digitalisation 


offers many substantial advantages to national /international broadcasters and 
infocasters. 


We are seeing the introduction of high quality delivery system in homes. FM 
sound broadcasting is gradually moving to a DAB standard. 


But coverage on FM 88-108 MHz (VHF) is limited. For many national and 
international broadcasters, the advantages of a complementary digital broadcast 
system BELOW 30 MHz are becoming clear. However, the limited fidelity of 
existing AM services is causing listeners to search for other alternatives. 


Implementation of digital radio in today’s AM bands (i.e. long, medium and 
shortwave) will enable operators to provide services which will be successful 
with both existing and future high-quality services operating on other parts of 
the dial. 


Digital broadcasting on short-, medium-, or longwave (AM) has many advan- 
tages when compared to the conventional analogue system we use now.
